At one point, the noon com- 
munique of the Soviet informa- 
tion bureau said, a sharp: at‘ack 
routed an entire German bat- 
talion, which left 1,200 men on the 
battlefield. 

The communique did not identify 
the German general who ve re- 
ported killed. He presumably was 
slain by a raiding party penetrating 
deep within the German lines. 


NO BREAK-THROUGH 

Despite adverse weather condi- 
tions particularly in the north, the 
bulletin declared the entire front 
from the Bal:ic to the Black sea re- 
mained ac‘ive. 

Russian military reports indicated 
that while the Germans were stag- 
ing a major offensive at the wesi- 
ern and southern approaches to 
Leningrad they had thus far fail- 

ed to achieve a scrious break- 
through, 

The Red forces there were said 
to be holding their lines stub- 
bornly, delivering repeated coun- 
ler-attacks.

To Be Curtailed 


OTTAWA, Sept. 8—(CP)—Con- 
firming a forecast made in July, 


Munitions Minister Howe today 
announced an order-in-council 
curtailing the production of 


passenger automobiles for sale in 
Canada in 1942 to approximately 
44 per cent of the 1940 figure. 


At the same time, Mr. Howe re- 


leased figures, prepared by J. H 
Berry, motor vehicle controller, 
showing the following estimated 


savings in material which may be 
effected next year as a result of the 
new curtailment progress: Cast iron 
and malleable 10,040 tons; zine and 
zine alloys, 400 tons; non-ferrous 
alloys, 2,000 tons; sheet steel and 
Steel strip, 33,000 tons; alloy steel, 
4,600 tons, and carbon steel rods 
and bars, 7,200 tons. 

This is the second reduction is- 
sued since the war. On May 9 
last the controller ordered the re- 
duction by 20 per cent of produc- 
tion of pleasure cars during the 
period April 1, 1941, to Dec, 31, 
1941, from the output of the same 
period in 1940,

It wasn't 
half as bad last winter as their imaginations led them to 
expect or, as they add, “half as bad as it’s going to be this 
coming winter.” Standing in the ruins of their homes, they 
are lifting their fists and swearing to “dish it back.” 


That is the spirit of the British aristocrat, once pro- 


German, whose lovely debutante daughter was killed by a 
German bomb as she drew the blinds of her London home. 


That is the spirit of a formerly Communist dock worker 
in Plymouth who said: “Jerry, he killed my wife and child. 
That's why we workers on the docks carry on whether he’s 
bombing now or not. We don’t go down to the shelters.” 


There is the British bombing «. 


pilot, a former school teacher, 
who showed me a pile of bricks 
under his cot at the bomber 
command. “It's part of the 
masonry of the home in which 
the Germans killed my mother,” 
he said. “I take a brick and drop 
it on Germany every time I take 
over a load of bombs. I've drop- 
Ped 122 bricks and we haven't 
half started yet. We have to 
teach Jerry, you know.” 

That is the spirit of the young 
mother wheeling her baby in a 
pram along the Dover sea walk 
which “Jerry” shells every day and 
strafes with machine-gun bullets 
every week or so, “Why should I 
be takin’ baby along here?” she 
said. “And why not? Baby's a 
blitz baby, 'e is. Born on the 14th, 
and wasn't that a bad blitz now? 
‘E’s a little nervous. All blitz 
babies are, But ain't ’e the darlin’?” 


SAME COURAGE 

The old women I met in Bristol 
showed the same courage. Her son 
died as a sailor at sea; her daugh- 
ter died under bombs with two 


children, “But that ain’t the worst 
of it,” said the woman. “Me old| 
man turned against me. Said we 
ought to kill ourselves, said we 
didn't have anything else to live 
for. ‘What!’ said I to him, ‘kill our- 


selves and let ‘itler win?’ I must 
see that man beat,” 

That is the spirit of the man I 
Saw standing ruefully before the 
smoking ruins of his house in Lon- 
don’s East End. I offerede sym- 
pathy. “It might have been worse,” 
he said with a shrug. 

PILOTS EXPECT DEATH 

Consider the fighting pilot who 
has the D.S.O. and 20 German 
planes to his credit—a former news- 
paperman, We discussed the mathe- 
matics of the chances for a fight- 
ing pilot to live. He had made his 
peace with death long before, he 
explained, and every flight since 
was “just another gratuitous day of 

life.” 

The same spirit was shown by 
the leader of a crack bombing 
squadron. “We've enjoyed hav- 

ing you here at our command,” 
he said. “We want you to prom- 
ise to come back and visit us 
when you return’-te England. 
We'll all be gone but the squad- 
ron will still be here.” 

That is the spirit of eveny man, 
woman and child with whom I 
talked in hundreds of daily con- 
versations—the spirit of Dunkirk, 
which Germany's most important 
airplane manufacturer described to 
me as “the geatest feat of military 
history, with the possible exception 
of the German conquest of France 
~—which was psychological rather 
than military.” 

The popular press of Britain has 
been demanding that Britain bomb

Germany so hard that Hitler must 
bring planes back from the Russian 
front and start the nightly terror 
over Britain again. 

| One air raid warden — when 
| Hitler's planes did return after a 
| six weeks’ layoff — cried to the 
people in the neighborhood: “Just 
like old times... Jerry's back 
again.” 

A cab driver, who answered my 
telephone call in the midst of an 
air raid and took me across town 
ito the East India docks with bombs 
falling in the streets, refused my 
double-fare tip. “Just a normal 
trip, sir. We've all got to carry on, 
you know, sir.” 

Then — there's Margot Asquith. 
When I pleaded that she ought to 
move to the country and not spend 
another winter in Londoh, this 
great old lady answered: “I should 
not like anyone to say that the 
widow of a wartime prime minister 
had moved away from danger.” 

That's the spirit of Lady Astor, 
as described by one of her ser- 
vants: “My lady made us all join 
in prayer when one bomb blew 
in the front door, another the 
back of the house and a third 
threw an automobile onto the 
roof. Then the Germans began 
to drop fire bombs. My lady 
sprang to her feet, ‘Where in the 
hell is the fire bucket?’ she cried, 
one second after praying, as she 
led us all to the roof.” 

Little boys of 10 and 12 climb 
the roofs to throw down incendiary 
bombs, That's the spirit of Britain. 

I thought after the collapse of 
France that Britain would be 
beaten. I found no one in Britain 
to whom this idea was not wholly 
novel. No one apparently ever en- 
visaged the possibility of defeat. 
In that black hour when France 
collapsed, Americans felt panic put 
not the British, One servant's 
comment to a friend of mine was 
typical apparently of the reaction 
of all Britons, “Improving, on the 
whole,” she said. “At least, there's 
no one left to let us down.” 


NONE OF AMERICA'S DOUBT 

The people of Britain today know 
nothing of the soul-searching, in- 
decision and doubt that affects 
Americans. To them the problems 
| have become simple, starkly simple. 
England expects that every man 
will do his duty, It’s that simple 

The people with whom I talked 
have made their peace with death 
and have forgotten any financial 
worries for the future. Every one 
must behave well, Every one does. 
My own personal friends, without 
exception, looked in better health 
and happier than when I had seen 
them before the war. People have 
found a new courage and a new 
dignity. Nothing can crush that 
kind of morale, 

That morale has convinced the 
Germans that an invasion of Britain 
is too risky. Add to it two facts, 
American planes, tanks, arms and 
foodstuffs are reaching Britain in 
quantities at last. American war- 
Ships are now escorting these sup- 
plies as far as Iceland, and the 
sinkings have fallen off abrupily. 

Those two things mean much to 
morale. Unless the Germans can 
stop ‘the supplies and force Wash- 
ington to recall the warships, the 
people of Britain can stand any- 
thing the Germans bring against 
them this winter—bombings, gas or 
invasion, The British cannot take 
the offensive in any immediate 
future, without American § man- 
power, in my opinion, but they can- 
not be beaten by Germany unless 
American aid is stopped. 


PROMISE OF THE FUTURE 
Finally there is the promise of 
the future to be seen in England 
today. Your train comes into the 
gaunt ruins of what was once a 
railway station, People have laid 
out fish or newspapers or other 
wares on burnt timbers placed 
across piles of bricks. They are 
trying to carry on. Suddenly you 
hear the drone of motors, then the 
roar, Here they come—bombers— 
10, 30, 50 bombers. And above and 
beyond them is the whine of fighter 
aircraft, too high to be seen, The 
people's faces brighten. The Royal 
Air Force is on a daylight sweep 
across the channe) to Germany,

Fifteén Hollanders were 
executed this year as spies and sab- 
oteurs. The city of Amsterdam was 
fined $8,000,000 for disorders.

fighting was reported in progress 
in Yugoslavia, not only against 
the Germans and Italians but be- 
tween the Serbs and Croats them- 
selves. In a radio address last 
week Gen. Milan Neditch, Serb- 
fan leader, warned: 

“Rivers of blood are flowing. 
Brother fights brother. Crops, 
houses and forests are burned. Pub- 
lic works are destroyed and civil- 
ians killed. I ask you where all of 
this will lead if it continues. Do 
the Serbian people want civi] war?” 


HEAVY REPRISALS 

Serb patriots and guerilla bands 
are reported in dispatches which 
leak through the heavy censorship 
into adjacent countries to be fight- 
ing freely against the Axis forces 
of occupation. Reprisals have been 
heavy, with executions running 
into high figures. 

Rising discontent is reported also 
in Bulgaria, Rumania and Greece. 
The drain of food and supplies of 
all kinds into Germany has begun 
to make itself severely felt. Besides, 
the Bulgarians and Rumanians do 
not want to fight for the Axis 
against Russia, They are willing 
only to fight to regain lost territories 
taken from them in this war, when 
and if the opportunity arises 

Only last week Bulgaria declar- 
ed she will not fight against Rus- 
sia but would fight elsewhere, 


presumably meaning her old 
enemy Turkey. 
The liberty-loving Greeks are 


seething with revolt. They are ready 
to rise when it becomes possible, 
especially if there is a general out- 
break in the Balkans, They hate the 
Germans and Italians and without 
committing overt acts, plainly show 
their contempt, 

WILL HAVE HANDS FULL 

The upshot may be, that with the 
British air force growing in strength 
and stepping up its attack on Ger- 
many and German-held France, and 
with Russia putting up the fight she 
is, Hitler will have his hands full 
this winter. 

He has the added foe of winter 
and the wide open spaces, just as 
Napoleon did. Also, while Napoleon 
wasted his strength in Russia, he 
received word from Paris that the 
conquered countries to the west 
were on the verge of revolt.

TORM signals are up for 
the United States in both 
the Atlantic and the Pacific. 
What they seem to mean in 
this second week of the war’s 


third year is that the United 
States is nearer open hostili- 
ties than it has been since the 
fateful days leading up to en- 
trance into the first Great 
War a quarter-century ago. 

Then as now the issue at the 
heart of the crisis was freedom 
of the seas and then as now Ger- 
man U-boat operations raised the 
challenge to America’s historic 
policy in the Atlantic. Added to 
these parallel circumstances of 
past and present is the Mew fact 
that today the United States also 
faces potential opposition in the 
Pacific over the same issue. 

It was against this grim back- 
ground of facts that President 
Roosevelt arranged to make a 
broadcast address tonight (Monday) 
before the death of his aged mother 
forced a change in plans and post- 
ponement of the address until 
Thursday, 


SUBJECT SPECULATIVE 

What the President intended to 
talk about remains a matter of 
conjecture in the absence of any 
official indigations as to his sub- 
ject, but current war developments 
taken in conjunction with his utter 
ances of recent months suggest that 
he may wel! have in mind reaffirm- 
ing in specific terms Washington's 
policy of keeping the vital sea 
lanes open. 

Coming at this time. such a pro- 
nouNcement would be a direct 
warning to both Japan and Ger- 

many that neither the submarine- 
destroyer incident off Iceland 
nor Japanese protests against 
movement of munitions across the 
Pacific to Russia would alter 
American plans for aiding nations 
fighting the Axis. 

Nazi admission that it was a Ger- 
man submarine which the destroyer 
Greer battled on its way to Iceland 
last Thursday adds to the gravity of 
this incident. 

The Nazis, for instance, could 
have denied official knowledge of 
the encounter, could have claimed 
that it was a British trick designed 
to get the United States into the 
war (a claim similar to that made 
in the case of the torpedoing of the 
liner Athenia in September, 1939). 
or could have argued that the 
American destroyer was mistaken 
for a British warship of the same 
type. 


RECURRENCE PROBABLE 


The line which they actually 
have taken, however, is that the 
German U-boat was attacked by a 
destroyer of unknown  natioanlity 
and finally discharged torpedoes at 
it in self-protection. Not until 
Washington announced that the 
Greer had been involved in such 
an encounter, the Germans implied, 
was it known that the destroyer 
had been an American ship. 

Obviously, Germany's future 
actions will be based on this 
account and it is equally clear 
that the United States’ next steps 
will be predicated on the navy 
department's statement that the 
Greer was attacked by the sub- 
marine, 

Under the circumstances a re- 
currence of such incidents seems 
highly probable, 

In the American view there is no 
reason to believe that the next time 
a ship of the Atlantic patrol dis- 
covers a submarine that submarine 
will not open fire. On the other 
hand, a German U-boat commander 
would almost certainly be just as 
suspicious of what. an American 
warship might try to do to his vesse! 
once it was discovered, 


MAY START FIGHT 

Amid such suspicions on both 
sides, the least questionable action 
by either party’ might be enough to 
start @ fight. 

Another aspect of the situation to 
which the Germans, with their long 
record of political manipulation, 
may have given considerable 
thought to the question of how the 
demoeratic United States would re-

RECRUITING PROBLEM 

Observers say the manpower 
problem undoubtedly stands pre- 
dominent. It is no secret in Can- 
adian defence headquarters that 
military districts once more are 
falling seriously behind in their re- 
cruiting quotas, The main source of 
enlistments are known to be among 
men already in uniform under the 
National Mobilization Act 

All recent comment from Great 
Britain has been emphasizing the 
growing importance of man power 
in the phase of the war now open- 
ing. 

Already indications are evident 
that the Ottawa government is pro- 
posing to reeall more older men 
back to industry, to use more wo- 
men, freeing younger men for mili- 
tary service. The question, observ- 
ers say, is whether action along 
these lines will be sufficient. 


POLICY TOWARD SOVIET 

The problem of aid to Russia is 
one on which Mr. King is expected 
to have brought back a definite 
policy, based on discussions with 
British cabinet ministers. Clamor 
for action in this direction has been 
growing in Ottawa and was recent- 
ly intensified by the fact that the 
government accepts the Vichy min- 
ister to Canada despite the growing

It was anticipated that the 
policy of Russian ald will be an- 
nounced by the Prime Minister, 
on a scale sufficient to silence 
any criticism of undue ardor for 
Vichy and _ coldness toward 
Russia,

Hon. C. D. Howe says production of 
war materials has reached the point 
where a complete infantry division can 
be equipped in six weeks, perhaps in 
five.

But a 
large part of the output is going to 
Britain, some is going to China, and 
some is to be sent to Russia. In all these 
theatres the need for munitions is 
urgent and unlimited, greater immedi- 
ately than the need of more men. How 
rapidly Canada’s fighting forces over- 
seas can be built up will therefore have 
to be decided in the light of the demand 
for munitions for our allies.

During this summer the country has 


been passing through a mental disturb- 
ance which for want of a better name .we 
are calling a state of low morale.

They were not 
concerned or appreciative of the re- 
Sults of their frustration or of the 
premature effort to establish habits 
or skills at which the child could 
not, at the moment, be successful. 

It was the intention of the nur- 
sery school to offer an environ- 
ment in which the child could live 
free from these frustrations and 
rich with the materials for play 
and for the development of de- 
sirable habits and skilis. 

Growth jtself was expected to of- 
fer the stimulus for the use of the 
materials while experience, plus 
guidance, stimulated education in 
harmonious patterns of conduct 

What the nursery schools have 
become today—the good ones, of 
course—is not the result of a pre- 
conceived idea of what they should 
be, but the fruit of earnest study of 
the child and his needs and how, by 
fulfilling these needs, he can become 
a socialized, effective, happy human 
being.

from the cow contains 5% butterfat 
and the balance is skimmed milk, 
which was formerly discarded as 
waste, With the ever increasing ac- 
complishments by research scient- | 
ists, this skimmed milk is now being | 
made into piano keys, buttons, glue 
and various types of paint. 

As time goes on, no doubt a great 
variety of plastic will emerge from 
the humble skimmed milk which 
was formerly a waste product, 

However, with all this advance- 
ment, milk is still a whole food in 
itself and it is the richest source of 
natural calcium so necessary for 
building strong teeth and healthy 
bones. 

Milk is a liquid food and must be 
completely masticated as if it were 
a solid food. That is to say it must 
be moved around in the mouth so 
that it may be thoroughly mixed 
with saliva. This is.not done as a 
general rule and it consequently 
forms into large curds in the stom- 
ach because of being swallowed in 
large mouthfulls, and the digestive 
juices of the stomach are unable to 
penetrate these curds and extract 
from them the necessary nourish- 
ment, 

The milk diet has been adopted to 
a large extent by those who are 
searching for better health, and in 
certain cases it produces very bene- 
ficial results. Persons suffering from 
Gastro intestinal disorder will} 
usually find that a few days on a 
milk diet will assist the stomach 
and intestines in regaining their 
normal tone. 

Milk is a rich source of vitamin 
A and a fairly good source of BI. It 
should be remembered that I am re- 
ferring to whole fresh milk, as rec- 
ent research has shown that evap- 
orated and canned varieties are 
alarmingly deficient in vitamin con- 
tent. 

In order to build strong healthy 
bones and teeth and to prevent 
rickets, it is necessary that the cal- 
cium and vitamin D in milk be uti- 
lized. The average growing child 
should have at least one quart of 
whole milk each day, and this 
should be fortified if necessary by 
the use of concentrated Halibut 
liver oil. 

For the prevention or the treat- 
ment of rickets, however, the prop- 
er dosage should be prescribed by a 
physician who has made a study of 
vitamin deficiency and its effects 
upon the human body, 

Milk is best taken with some acid 
fruit, or with the non-starchy vege- 
tables, with which it forms a perfect 
meal. It should not be combined 
with meats, nuts, fish or starches, 
The excessive use of a milk diet in 
adults often causes it to be clas- 
sified as mucus forming food and 
many of those who think they are 
on a health diet of milk, are vic- 
tims of catarrh, sinus trouble, or 
other catarrhal diseases. 

I find that as soon as the milk is 
discontinued, that these catarrhal 
conditions soon clear up

Unfor.un- 
ately, however, there are always 
some who demand rents, some of 
which, to put it moderately, bor- 
der on profiteering. In this re- 
spect the city of Edmonton is no 
exception. Among the complaints 
received from Edmonton, some, on 
investigation, have appeared to 
be unwarranted, while others are 
well founded. As time passes, 
the situation will undoubtedly be- 
come aggravated and, in my opin- 
ion, in order to control the situa- 
tion, some action is necessary and | 
at an early date, 

There is no doubt that, when- 
ever rental contro! is applied, some 
injustice is done to both landlords 
and tenants. In some cases rents 
are already too high, and in such 
tenants are put to the trouble |

fair rent fixed: in other cases, rents 
are too low and when fixed the 
owners are obligated to apply for 
m to effect increases.
